Red Boss 
Loses Job 
In Hungary 


LONDON Ml—Budapest radio an- 


nounced today the job of secre- 
tary general of the Communist 
party for Hungary har. been ab- 
olished. The job was hplii by Pre- 
mier Matyas Rakosi, long boss of 
Uie party. 


Rakosi apparently still held his 


position in the Council of Ministers, 
which runs the government under 
the direction of the 
Hungarian 


WoikPis (Communist) party. 


The position of secretary general 


has been abolished in the Soviet 
Union since the October congress 
of the Soviet party last year. The 
sen clary-generalship also has been 
abolished "in Czechoslovakia. The 
last to hold it there was Rudolf 
Slansky, who was hanged as a 
traitor to the Communist system. 


Rakosi, like Slnnsky, is Jewish. 
The economic stresses in Hun- 


gary under Soviet domination have 
caused shnkeups lower down the 
scale of the party, but today's an- 
nouncement does not necessarily 
mean that Rakosi is at once fac- 
ing a Slansky-likc purge. 
How- 


ever, the economic situation ap- 
pears to have, him in some trouble. 


Communist satellite governments 


in East Europe usually follow the 
Soviet pattern, and today's an- 
nouncement, handled in a routine 
fashion, more likely indicates that 
Budapest is following the line laid 
down by Moscow for the govern- 
ment of a Communist state. 


Joseph Stalin was !he last sec- 


retary general of .the Communist 
party of the Soviet Union. No pro- 
vision was made in the revision 
of the party statutes last October 
for the position, and it was not 
filled alter hii death.

World's First Jet Ace 
Narrowly Escapes Death 


Maj. Jabara Shoots Down 2 
MIGs Then Sabre Flames Out

world's first jet ace, almost crashed over North Korea today after shoot- 
ing down two more Communist MIGs to boost his total kills to 14. 


The stocky Kansan had just 


downed his second MIG when the 
Sabre jet engine flamed out.

"flame out" when, for some reas- 
on the flames in the combustion 
chamber die and the engine quits. 


"Four MIGs were on my tail 


shooting away while I watched the 
MIG pilot bail out," Jabara said. 


"I wanted to take pictures. But 


these four MIGs kept firing away 
—and then my engine quit." 


Pretty Hot 


"It's a good thing they're poor 


shots. ]t got pretty hot for a while 
but I went straight down for the 
deck with the MIGs right on top 
of me. When I got pretty low they 
wouldn't go in on top of me. The 
flame-out lasted about a minute 
and a half, then my engine started 
again and we looked for more 
MIGs." 


Jabara said he thought for a 


while the MIGs had hit his Sabre 
with cannon fire. 


"Just about all flame-outs start 


up apam unless you've been shot 
up." Jabara said. "It was the first 
flamp-out for me." 


The jel ace said he went back 


looking for his 15th MIG kill but 
was forced to quit when his fuel 
ran low. 


"They were swarming up there 


today," Jabara said.

UN Jet Pilots Shatter 
All MIG Kill Records 


U. S* Sabres 
Shoot Down 
15 Today 


Communists Lose 
74 Planes in June 
To None for Allies 


By JOHN RANDOLPH 
SEOUL UP) — Sabre jet 


pilots today shot down 15 
Communist MIGs and raised 
their June bag to 74, a record- 
smashing total run up with- 
out the loss of a single Sabre 
jet in air combat. 


"Never has the issue of Sabre 


versus MIG been so convincingly 
resolved." said Lt. Gen. S. E. An- 
derson, Fifth air force command- 
er, in a message to his pilots. 


It was Anderson who put out 


figures showing that not a single 
Sabre was shot down by a MIG in 
June. He said 143 MIGs were shot 
down in the past 75 days at the 
cost of one Sabre. That Sabre was 
lost in May when the Fifth air 
force ran up a 55 to 1 margin. 


Records Smashed 


The ^abres closed out .Tune in 


a bla/.e of glory. Not only did they 
Smash the monthly r»rord of 63 
set last September, but they also 
erased the old single day mark of 
13 set last July 4. 


The ground war 
dwindled to 


mostly probes and skirmishes, but 
the Eighth army announced that 
the Communists fired a record- 
breaking Hz million artillery and 
mortar shells this month. That's 
more than double the number of 
shells fired by Red guns in any 
previous month of the war. 


It meant that almost two shells 


crashed down on Allied lines for 
every single foot of the Jft.Vmile 
front—more than four for every 
Allied soldier on the line. 


The 36th jet ace of the war 


emerged 
from afternoon battles 


high over North Korea. He was Lt. 
Henry 
Buttlemann 
of

N. Y. He scored his fifth kill, 


iloorttft Score to 14 


Maj. James Jabara of Wichita, 


Kan., history's first jet ace, also 
had a spectacular day. He downed 
two MIGs to boost his kills to 34 
in two combat tours. Jaba™ now 
is only two below the all-time jet 
mark of vie set by Capt. Joseph 
McConnell jr., of Apple Valley, 
Calif. 


The record-breaking v i c t o r y 


came on the first day of good fly- 
ing weather in nearly a week—a 
week that gave the Communist in- 
fantry a chance to drive forward 
without serious punishment from 
Allied air power. 


While ground fighting died on 


most of the line, a see-saw battle, 
s''ll raged on the slopes of Lookout 
Mountain in the east. Neither the 
Reds nor South Korean infantry- 
men have been able to hold the 
crest in six days of attacks and 
counterattacks. The hill is one an- 
chor for the ROKs new front in 
the Pukhan river sector. 


ft round War Seriotin 


The seriousness of the ground 


war was reflected in last week's 
estimated enemy casualty figures, 
which topped all weeks back to 
that of Nov. n, mi. The new total 
for the w_eek ending June 28 put 
Red killed, wounded and prisoners 
at 11,200 Chinese and North Ko- 
reans. Of those, 7,500 enemy were 


lled «nd 3,700 wounded. 
While Allied casualties are not 


released by action or period, but 
only as isolated numbers 
from 


time to time, there is an obvious 
relation between Red and Allied 
losses.

WASHINGTON (^—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower asked con- 
gress today for blanket au- 
thority to send government- 
held farm products to friend- 
ly countries to meet "famine 
or other urgent relief require- 
ments." 


The President made the request 


in a special message, proposing 
the authority be limited to the next 
two years. 


Notes Previous Act* 


Eisenhower noted that special 


legislation was required when this 
country made a million tons of 
wheat available to Pakistan last 
week and when agricultural sup- 
plies were provided to India In 
1951. 


"Thii procedure," he said, "not 


only adds to the 
congressional 


burden but also slows speed with 
which this government can come 
to the assistance of a nation ur- 
gently needing;, relief." 


Eisenhower said also that since 


the specific need* of foreign coun- 
tries cannot.be foreseen, he vants 
"the authority to establish, when 
the need arises, the terms and con- 
dition! under which these agricul- 
tural commodities shall be made 
available."

Korean Red radio today 
promptly and coldly rejected 
the U. N. command offer to 
sign an armistice now on 
terms already agreed upon at 
Panmunjom. 


Shortly after, President Eisen- 


hower's special emissary to South 
Korea 
conceded that President 


Syngman Rhee also persisted in 
his refusal to accept the truce. 


Make* Statement 


Walter S. Robertson, assistant 


secretary of state for Far Eastern 
affairs, 
told reporters after his 


fifth secret session with Rhee: • • 


"President Rhee and'I are trying 


to work out a solution acceptable 
to our two governments and, at 
the same time, sacrifice the prin- 
ciples of neither." 


Robertson said he would meet 


again with Rhee Wednesday. 


Communist reaction to U. N. 


Commander Mark Clark's proposal 
for a truce now— irrespective of 
Rhee'a opposition— was swift. 


The broadcast from Pyongyang, 


North Korean capital, charged that 
Clark's letter to Communist mili- 
tary leaders Monday lacked .•'sin- 
cerity" and was "inconsistent" 
with the facts. 
It insisted there 


had bsen "connivance" between 
the UNC and South Kore* in 
Rhee's order releasing more than 
27,000 anti-Communist North Ko- 
rean war prisoners since June IS. 


"No Guarantee" 


Pyongyang added that Clark's 


letter" gave' "no guarantee" on' the 
future conduct of the South Korean 
government, and that, 
therefore, 


the Communists could not accept 
it. 


It also demanded again the re- 


lease of all escaped prisoners. 


Clark had reminded the Red high 


command 
and the Panmunjom 


negotiations were a military" armis- 
tice and that while he doesn't con- 
trol the South Korean government 
he does command its Army. 


The U. N. commander promised 


to do his best to get Rhee'a co- 
operation and pledged his com- 
mand to enforce the terms of * 
truce. 


Charge Plotting 


A broadcast monitored in London 


said that Rhee has been plotting 
with the Chinese Nationalists to 
free Chinese POWs. 


The 
Allies hold nearly 20,000 


Chinese, 14,200 of whom have said 
they would resist being returned 
to Red rule. About 100 broke out 
of * U. N. camp near Pusan last 
week, but were rounded up.

Educational Pitts Prescribed 
University Booms Good Health to 
Big Southern Illinois Rural Area 


By HARVEY BKEUSCHEK 
CARBONDALE, 111. <*>— One of 


America/* largest rural areas is 
taking educational pills as a reme- 
dy for outmoded attitudes on health 
and the results are called "out- 
standing." 


Administering the prescription is 


32-year-old Kaiph Boatman, dir»f- 
tor of Southern Illinois university's 
health education program. 


The SIU plan has won national 


recognition for selling the need of 
high health standards to an area 
the size of Connecticut and Massa- 
chusetts combined. 


"Mont Significant" 


Roswell Merrick of Boston uni- 


versity, whose research in health 
education took him to 42 colleges 
and universities, called the pro- 
gram "the most significant . . . 
in the United States." 


Dr. Paul V. Sangren, Western 


Michigan State college president, 
termed Southern's work "outstand- 
ing for its broad comprehensive 
activities in the interest of health." 


Boatman and his staff of three 


experts go to work as soon as a 
Southern Illinois community shows 
an interest in better health. 


Finding such a community often 


poses the biggest problem, the 
young director said, adding: 


"Dogs can become rabid, restau- 


rants can *»rve iir.purc £o"ds, and 
social diseases can rage uncheck- 
ed, yet communities will sit for 
years with folded hands simply be- 
cause the problems seem insur- 
mountable to the average lay per- 
son. 


"Many state and national organ- 


izations are concerned with health 
. . . but people often do not kHow 
how to use their services in build- 
Ing healthy communities." 


Through workshops, demonstra- 


tions and conferences, SIU brings 
these communities into a working 
lelationship with its department 
and other established health agen- 
cies. 


"If interested groups can't come 


to un, we go to them with the in- 
formation needed to better their 
health standards," Boatman said. 


Often the university's 
aid in- 


cludes drafting plans for a coop- 
erative public health department, 
complete with an analysis of costs, 
subsidies required and staff need- 
ed. 


Teachers come in for the biggest 


dose of Boatman's 
educational 


lemedy. Training institutes equip 
them to give hearing and sight 
tests, dental exams and other 
classroom health checks. 


Student teachers also are given 


a sound groundwork in health sub- 
jects. 
The department offers 20 


courses in everything from "Com- 
municable Disease 
Control" 
to 


"Child Development and Emotion- 
al Health." All primary teachers 
aie required to take at least four 
of these courses.

All community work is not done 


by Boatman's staff alone. Students 
often carry out special projects. 
One lecently redecorated a niral 
school, set up a health room and 
called in doctors to give the chil- 
dren immunization shots and phy- 
sical examinations. He then ie- 
organized the lunch program along 


more nutritional lines. 


SIU started its health education 


department in 1942 on a shoestring 
budget. Five years later its work 
merited a three • year Kellogg 
Foundation 
grant 
c h a n n e l e d 


through the Illinois Department of 
Public Instruction. 


Work Expanded 


This financial lift. Boatman said, 


allowed the department to expand 
its work to a point where other 
universities began studying it with 
a view to establishing similar pro- 
grams. 


Boatman sums up his health 


education plan this way: 


"You 
can supply people with the 


knowledge that a thing should be 
done but if you don't motivate 
them, exactly nothing is apt to be 
the result. That's about what we 
are doing, supplying the motiva- 
tion and sticking with the com- 
munities until they are able to 
carry the ball themselves."

His entry had been knocked out, 
and his hand was dead. 


Carlin won the spade return with 


his ace and finessed the nine of 
diamonds, losing to Kast's ten. 
Knst returned the queen of hearts, 
and Carlin won in his own hand 
wilh the king. It was now time to 
test out the clubs, but the suit 
stubbornly refused to break. 


East discarded a heart on the 


third round of clubs, and Carlin 
remembered that East had like- 
wise discarded a heart on the third 
round of spades. Evidently, East 
had begun the hand with nine 
red cards.

WASHINGTON— (NEA)-Killing the "ohrosp amend- 


ment" to the Defense Production act presented one of 
the most surprising and dramatic reversals of form the 
House of Representatives has seen in years. 


This cheese amendment, you'll recall, was a bill 


which cut down U. S. imports of foreign-made cheeses, 
other dairy products and all fats and oils. It reduced the 
dollar-earning power of nearly .a'l Western European 
countries. It brought on the U. S. more ill will from its 
allies than any other American policv. 


Th» man who took the lead in killing the cheese 


amendment was none other than Rpp. August H. Andre- 
sen of Red Wing, Minn., dairy-farming area. This is the 
same Representative Andresen who two years ago pro- 
posed th* cheese amendment and took the lead in get- 
ting It passed in the, first place. 


Though the wrath of the Truman administration, the 


Stats Department, the Marshall Plan boys, the free trad- 
ers and every milch cow in Europe descended upon his 
head. Representative Andresen stuck to his churn. When 
his cheese amendment expired after a year's stormy run. 
he got Congress to renew it again for another y<»ar. 


The Andresen amendment was due to expire again 


.Mine 30, tfl.S3. 
In hearings before House committees this 


yMr, Representative Andresen had again testified in 
favor of further renewal of his pet amendment. He con- 
sidered it necessary for the protection of the American 
dairy industry against foreign competition. 


Th* day before th» new Defense Production act was 


to b» voted on, on the floor of th« House, Representative 


Andresen still felt that way. 
But when the time came 


for the big debate, it was Representative Andresen him- 
selt who offered a new amendment to kill "Section 104," 
which was the cheese amendment.

Congressman couldn't believe their ears. 


"I would lik<> to pay the gentleman a compliment," 


said Rep. Paul Brown of Georgia. "Last week he was 
about the best witness I ever heard for the continuance 
of Section 1M." 


"I thank the gentleman," replied Representative An- 


diesen and went on with his argument. 
He won it, too. 


The vote to kill the cheese amendment was 12.1 to 95. 


Several things happened overnight in Washington to 


effect this remarkable reversal of what has been one of 
the American foreign trade policies most criticized by 
our allies in the last two years. 


One was that the heat was put on Representative An- 


dresen from several sources. 
Hijrh officials in both the 


White House and the Department of Agriculture got in 
on the act. There were some stormy exchanges. 


Th<? thing- that clinched the argument, however, and 


finally persuaded 
Representative Andresen to kill his 


own brain child was Ptesident Eisenhowerr's action on 
the same day. This was an order invoking a little-used 
Section 22 of the old Agricultural Adjustment act with 
respect to dairy products, fats, oils and other commodi- 
ties which have been protected by the cheese amendment. 


PRESIDENT'S ACTION GAVE HIM AN OUT 


Under this Section 22 action, the President, after in- 


vestigation and report by the Tariff Commission, may 
recommend import restrictions on any farm products 
which interfere with programs of the Department of 
Agriculture. 


The President is limited, however, to i educing im- 


ports by only SO per cent of the historical average for 
each commodity. 
He cannot put an absolute ban on 


the import of any commodity, which was first attempted 
under Representative Andresen's cheese amendment. 


Advocating and foreseeing the expiration of the cheese 


amendment on June 30, the President proclaimed that, 
beginning July 1, foreign-made cheese might be im- 
ported during the coming year in the following quanti- 
ties: 2,7?0.100 pounds of Cheddar. 4.600,200 of Edam and 
Gouda, 4.167.000 of blue mold, 9,200.100 of Italian type. 


This timely action by the President gave Representa- 


tive Andresen the out he needed to change his position 
and still not lose face with the dairy farmers. 
For the 


way it works out. according to Representative Andresen. 
is that the Cheddar cheese import for next year under 
Section 22 will be only half of what this year's quota of 
5.500,000 pounds would have been under the Section 104 
limitation.

Infection Is Most Common 
Cause of Fibrositis Attack

What causes this Condition, and 
what kind of treatment can be 
used for it?" 


This kind of question comes up 


rather frequently, since fibrositis 
is by no means rare. Perhaps the 
best way to describe it is as a 
kind of rheumatism which affects 
particularly the soft tissues, such 
as the muscles and ligaments, 
lather than the joints, as in ar- 
thritis. 


Fibrositis can involve particular 


areas of the body (which is th« 
most common) or it can be pretty 
much all over. .By and large it 
causes pain and aching, soreness 
when the part involved is moved, 
and a certain amount of stiffness. 


Since "-itis" means inflamma- 


tion, in this case the soft tissues 
are considered inflamed. Fibrositis 
may start suddenly with pain in 
some part of the body and for no 
apparent reason. Or it may begin 
gradually with fatigue coming be- 
fore the soreness, pain and stiff- 
ness. 


There are many possible causes 


of fibrositis. The most common is 
associated with some infectious or 
toxic condition. This Is one kind of 


ovet exertion and

c o m m o n l y 


rheumatsm in which removal of 
an infected tooth or infected ton- 
sils is sometimes of benefit. 


Injury is alsr» a common cause, 


but sometimes the injury 
may 


have been so slight as to escape 
notice.

If 
the fibrositis is associated 


with an acute infection, then rest 
and the appiopnate treatment for 
that infection is needed. If it comes 
with upsets of the stomach and in- 
testines, perhaps a liquid or soft 
diet is in order. The removal of 
an infected tooth or tonsils may 
or may not help. 


If repeated, small injuries are 


the cause, then that, of course, 
should 
be 
eliminated. 
If 
bad 


weather or exposure is responsi- 
ble, 
then 
staying indoors 
and 


avoiding exposure may be enough. 
Other treatments depend on what 
appears to be the cause or causes 
and what can de bone for it or 
them.

Around the shoulder and lower 


portions of the back, the neck, 
the tissues around the large joints, 
and the chest wall are common 
locations. Pain is almost always 
present, but swelling is Mr less 
constant. Tenderness to pressure 
is the rule. Nodules or little, bumps 
under the skin are frequently felt 
in or near the tender regions. 


Most of us have had attacks of 


fibrositis at one time or another. 
Most recover without any treat- 
ment. However, since fibrositis is 
usually 
painful, 
quick relief 
is 


much desired. Aspirin, of course, 
helps some. Heat treatments or 
other forms of physical therapy 
are also useful in bringing at least 
temporary—and 
sometimes 
per- 


manent—relief. Recovery is the 
rule but it, too, often takes a long 
time.

WASHINGTON Oil — The 
mam 


point of the struggle inside the 
Republican party over the excess 
profits tax is that President Eisen- 
hower seems certain to get what 
he wanted. 


To get that, his suppoiters could 


have plunged the Republicans in 
the House into a torrid, wide-open 
family fight. Or they could detour 
around it.' They chose the detour. 


In doing so they beat Rep. Dan- 


iel A. Reed of New York, the main 
obstacle to extension of the excess 
profits tax on corporations. 


Dies Tonight 


The tax dies automatically at 


midnight t o n i g h t . Eisenhower 
asked Congress to 
continue it 


through Dec. 31. His strongest and 
loudest opponent was Reed, chair- 
man of the House Ways and Means 
Committee. 


It was Reed's committee which 


had the task of considering wheth- 
er excess profits should die or be 
extended. 
Almost invariably, on 


any important problem, a commit- 
tee examines it before the 
full 


House can vote on ;t. 


If a committee majority then 


votes against a measure, that al- 
most always ends it. It never gets 
up to the House for a vote. If a 
committee doesn't vote at all, the 
effect is the same. 


Approval Necessary 


In short, committee 
approval 


Is the necessary preliminary to 
getting a bill up to a House vote. 
Reed tried to defeat Eisenhower 
and let the profits tax die tonight 
by refusing to call his committee 
to vote on it. 


Eisenhower's congressional lieu 


tenants then got another powerful 
committee, the Rules Committee, 
to take the tax bill out of the 
hands of Reed's committee and 
send it to the floor Monday for 
a vote. This by-passing of the 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee 


brought a storm in the House. 


Many of those who would have 


>oted for the tax itself might vote 
against bringing it up in the wa\ 
It was done. 


Would Eisenhower have lost on 


this? Speaker Joseph Martin says 
no, that the President had enough 
vote to win all the way through. 
But it would have been a bitter 
itruggle. 


Just before it was ready to start. 


Eisenhower's s u p p o r t e r s got 
enough members 
of 
the 
Ways 


and Means Committee to agree to 
vote on the excess profits tax in 
the usual fashion.

None Protested 


It was believed that a majority 


of Reed's committee, if permitted 
to vote before all this arose, would 
have voted for what Eisenhower 
wanted. 
But none of them pro- 


tested very strenuously when Reed 
didn't let them come together for 
a vote. 


Reed, forced into calling a meet- 


Ing of his committee for July 8. 
nevertheless remained defiant and 
•aid he would oppose the tax ex- 
tension himself. 


Now, 
no matter when the House 


approves, as it's expected to do, 
the tax can be made 
retroactive 


to June 30.

On a sand shot from a fail-way 


trap, you need distance, so may 
require a long iron or wood instead 
of a wedge. 


Don't worry too much about dis- 


tance at the start. First get out of 
the trap. Once you have some ex- 
perience shooting 
from fairway 


traps, you may graduate to a less 
lofted club and go for distance. 


If there is an embankment be- 


tween you and clearance, settle for 
an iron. If it is a flat trap with no 
bunker, possibly you may use a 
lofted wood like a 3 or a 4 spoon. 


Wiggle the feet in position for 


firmness and testing of the sand 
in taking the usual stance. 


You may revert to the square 


stance with the feet wider apart 
than in a trap close to a green. 


Using a longer-shafted club, the 


shot becomes different than one 
with the wedge. The swing is in 
practically the same arc as on a 
icgular fairway shot with the same 
club. 


The problem at contact is pick-
